Vienna

The Germans 
of Louisville are the best people in 
the world. They seem part and par­ 
cel of the Germans of Munich 
I don't know much about whisk}-, 
nave never oruna enough ot it to 
learn—they tell me the Kentucky 
brands are the beat ever aud I can 
well believe it, taking the Kentucky 
women and the Kentucky horses as 
the world’s standards of excellence 
—but I am an expert on beer, and I 
do say—“ w ithout the peradventure 
of a doubt, or fear of successful i-ou 
traduction ’’—th a t there is no brew 
on earth equal to the Bavarian Hcf 
brau;

The question of prohibition is un 
known.

The consumption of concentrated

wealthy and the lowly, the rich and 
the poor. 
The many beautiful gar­ 
dens where drinks are dispensed, 
having enrnfortnhle tablas and chairs 


a n d good attendants, are crowded 
during pleasant weather with the 


m o s t respectable classes of society, 


r a n g i n g from the highest in rank to 
the peasantry, all joining together 
in a republic of pleasure, drinking in 
moderation while enjoying the best 
of music. 
This is furnished as a 
rule bv some one of the numerous 
military bands. 
It is the same dur­ 
ing the winter months with the in 
door places. 
Upon many journeys through Get 
many I have never seen one single 
case o f drunkenness in any of these 
hails or gardens. 
Treating, with its 
concomitant evils, is practically un 
known. 
Each man pays for what he 
requires, drinking no more than he 
wishes. Sometimes the general thirst 
on a warm summer .lay is titanic in 
it? capacity for consumption.

the masse* of the people know this 
but too well, and the rulers dare not 
run counter to it. 
The mod* rate use of drink has 
brought us much happiness into the 
world aa it* immoderate use has 
brought wretchedness. 
Even in Ken­ 
tucky, in any of the states of Amer­ 
ica, there is not |»er capita in any 
community one sot to a hundred 
moderate drinkers. 
Both in England 
and in the United Mates drunken 
ness has steadily abated under the 
ministration? of an intelligent moral 
ity. 
In these European beer brew. 
ing 
and 
wine making 
countries 
drunkenness of the kind common to 
us ii unknown; their standards of 
production undiminished; their do 
mestic happiness unclouded; their 
racial and personal worth untainted 
by their national beverage, whether 
it be t^e varied 
vintage of the 
grape, or the homely offspring of 
hops and malt, they go their way 
and laugh at “ despotism in Amar- 
iea.”
